IN THE FAR NORTH 


J, K. McLean, chief surveyor with 
with the department of Indian affairs 
at Ottawa, who was registered at’ 
the Hotel Alexandra, left Staurday 
night for Edmonton and the Peace 
River country where he will survey 
out the new reservations for the In- 
dians there. Mr. McLean will go as 
far north as Lesser Slave lake and 
Fort Vermilion. in the surrounding 
districts of which he expects to locate 
the reservations, 

‘the Indians in this part of the coun- 
try consist’ chiefly of Crees and Beav 
ers. Up to tho present they have liv 
ed where and: how they pleas 
at the sathe time they have been re} 
eeiving treaty money from the gov 
ernment. The vatlae of this 
money is $5 per head per year, and 

paid annually. 

The new reservations call for 
hundred and forty acres for each fam- 
ily of five, or on an average one hun 
dred and twenty-eight acres per head.! 
The total population of the Indians! 
who will enjoy the use of these  re- 
servations will be taken on June, 21 
next, when they will all congregate at 
Fort Vermilion there to receive their 
annual treaty money.
